Interesting Exhibit of Rare or Unus¬ 
ual Bible at Church of Christ - 

A most interesting exhibit of Bibles 
was shown last Sunday evening at 
the Church of Christ, Vulcan. It in¬ 
cluded Bibles large and small, and 
many old ones. The most valuable Bi¬ 
ble in the district however, was not 
exhibited, owing to its great age and 
wotn out condition. This is a Bible 
belonging to Mrs. H. L. Green. It was, 
printed in 1687 in London, by the 
deputies of Christopher Barker, Prin¬ 
ter to Queen Elizabeth, Most Excel¬ 
lent. It is a Tyndall translation and 
known as the “Breeches” Bible, be¬ 
cause in Genesis 3-21, the garments 
made by God for Adam and Eve are 
rgferred to as “breeches.” In this edi¬ 
tion the letter “s” is made like the 
modern “f” and the “u” like our “v,” 
making it very difficult to read. This 
is probably one of the very rare Bi¬ 
bles in this country. 

Amongst those seen in the exhibit 
were many large family Bibles with 
interesting records going back over 
100 years to early days in Canada. 
Mr. Shank brought the smallest one 
which was about the stage of a post¬ 
age stamp and contained four gospels 
Mrs. Christie brought the largest, an 
immense family Bible containing both 
the King James translation and the 
revised version in parallel columns. 
Mrs. Wismer and Mrs. Boose bought 
German Bibles. That which belongs 
to Mrs. Boose was printed in 1815, 
the oldest in the exhibit. 

The general comment on this inter¬ 
esting display was that the Bibles all 
showed a great deal of use, which 
speaks well for the community as a 
Bible reading public.

Any process of government or of economic adjustment 
which will restore the primary producer to something ap¬ 
proaching his buying power of 1926 and will ensure him 
some stability of prices, will automatically promote gen¬ 
eral prosperity. The start cannot be made in factories or 
in any portion of the superstructure, but must be made 
at the foundation. The public of country town and city 
is undej- desperate necessity to buy. Three years of re¬ 
stricted spending, has found homes thread-bare and has 
created endless needs. But these needs will not be satis¬ 
fied so long as the turkey*, wheat, beef and pork remain 
I at present prices.

Second, don’t make any promises you cannot keep. 
Promising and failing to keep the promise is serious. If 
he does not keep his word, he is classified as distinctly 
unreliable. 

Third, when you do get a little cash, distribute it fairly. 
The inclination s- always to clear up the amount owing to 
the most unpleasant creditors, and let the others slide. 
That, however, is unfair. Divide up your cash on a pro¬ 
portionate basis, with something on account to each one. 

Fourth, continue to deal with the man to whom you 
owe money. The tendency when you can no longer say: 
“Charge it,” is to leave the shop and give your cash else 
where. This also is unfair. By giving your cash trade 
by the man to whom you owe a bill, you show your in¬ 
tention of continuing as a customer: Moreover it estab¬ 
lishes a kindlier attitude. 

Fifth, don't be afraid to talk back to the man to 
whom you owe money. Alter all, debtors’ prisons are ex¬ 
tinct. 

“If you have valuable assets and fail to pay up, you 
can be haled into court. But the majority of debtors are 
m a different situation. The honest ones have already 
sold their assets, borrowed on life insurance and gutted 
the baby’s savings account to pay up. 

“Keeping creditors happy without money is a hard job. 
But if an honest debtor follows the five rules aforemen¬ 
tioned, he can get by until such- time as he can succeed 
in clearing off his obligations and again breathe freely.” 

TO THE TURKEY

Few people have any desire to see the whole existing 
system revolutionized.. They would like to see a gradual 
readjustment, wbfth would provide full incentive for le¬ 
gitimate private enterprise yet would prevent exploitation 
of the public. Any effort in this direction would prove 
popular. 

Even those least susceptible to new ideas _ admit that 
there are flaws arid loopholes in present laws which have 
not resulted in general well-being. Legislation which ap¬ 
peared adequate at the time of making, failed to antici¬ 
pate the modern developments in business, economic and 
scientific life. They failed to reckon on the ingenuity of 
tlie acquisitive few. 

An instance frequently mentioned in these days is the 
law governing Patents. As .everyone knows, few inventors 
have made money, yet fabulous sums have been made as 
a result of inventions, either by purchase or suppression. 
Supposing a motor car were invented which would revolu¬ 
tionize the motor world, from the standpoint of cost of 
construction, upkeep and gas consumption. Supposing it 
would cut motor costs in halt (by no means a far fetched 
supposition) w.ould the Canadian people be given the op¬ 
portunity to benefit by such an invention, or would the 
motor -companies and the oil companies dash into action 
to suppress it? Yet any such invention, whether in the 
line of electricity, power or machinery, should be used for 
the benefit of the masses. 

This is one instance in which government supervision 
of private enterprise might work wonderfully for common 
good. There is also the question of the limit of time in 
which a patented invention should continue to roll up 
profits for its owner. 

Another law which offers a large field for improvement 
is that which governs the formation of companies. This 
province has l,ost millions through the inadequacy of the! 
law limiting the rights of companies. In the recent oil

BANK ASSO HEAD 
SAYS CRISIS OVER 

Points However to Grave Problems 
Ahead of Canada 

Mr. J. A. McLeod, general man¬ 
ager of the Bank of Nova Scotia and 
recently elected head of Bankers’ As¬ 
sociation, declared he believed the 
worst of the financial crisis had 
passed and that, both in Canada and 
the United States, there were.definite 
signs of greater industrial activity. 
“The lowest point of the depressian,” 
he said, “seems actually to have 
been reached in June. Conditions now 
are perceptibly better than they 
were.” 

But Mr. McLeod hedged about his 
optimism with a warning against un¬ 
due confidence. We could not be sure 
he said, that the sustained recovery 
so long awaited was actually under 
way. The factors principally re¬ 
sponsible for the depression were 
still active and, being of interna¬ 
tional origin and scope, did not re¬ 
spond to local remedial measures. 
The pressing problem of war debts 
remained unsettled and until some 
solution for it was found there could 
be no assurance of complete recovery 
Added to this factor was the need of 
some general tariff readjustment, the 
removal of exchange restrictions, etc. 
and action on these urgent matters 
could not be postponed merely be¬ 
cause business was better than in 
June last He discussed proposals 
for establishment in Canada of a 
central bank, and while taking no 
definite stand at this time, pointed 
out its limitations within the special 
circumstances of this country. 

Finally Mr. McLeod dealt with tax¬ 
ation on the basis of disconcerting 
facts and comparisons. He told his 
fellow-bankers that recent research 
undertaken by the University of Tor¬ 
onto showed that whereas in 1928 out 
of every dollar of, Canadian income 
no less than 12*4 cents was collected 
through federal, provincial and muni¬ 
cipal taxation, in 1931 the figure had 
risen to 18.1 cents, an increase of 45 
per • cent. 

Mr. McLeod called these statistics 
“startling hnd depressing,” and yet, 
he mentioned budgets were not be¬ 
ing balanced, new debts were incurr¬ 
ed. The remedy was, of course, sim¬ 
ple In words and difficult in applica¬ 
tion—drastic economies in govern¬ 
ment services of all sorts.

BIRTH CONTROL 
IN OPEN FORUM 

Backed by Important Organizations, 

Once Banned Topic Finding Favor 

Demands for the establishment of 
birth control clinics come from the 
National Council of Women. Appar¬ 
ently governments refuse to give 
consideration to this important ques¬ 
tion until some pioneer women have 
been compelled to suffer imprison¬ 
ment and persecution for advocating 
such a measure. 

Unfortunately, Canada has had a 
succession of bachelor premiers, 
whose interest in the subject is, we 
presume, purely academic. The var¬ 
ious Ministers of Health, however, 
should be cognizant of the necessity 
for a Birth Control law. 

The families who are in most need 
of direction in the question of regu¬ 
lated families, are those who are un¬ 
able to read between the lines of the 
carefully-prepared information issued 
by manufacturers of antiseptics. The 
result is that improper and harmful 
abuses are committed in the name of 
sanitation. 

One has only to glance at the ever¬ 
growing list of children entering the 
homes of unemployables—and more 
particularly the unemployables—to 
realize the necessity for the estab¬ 
lishment of Birth Control clinics 
where adequate and authentic infor¬ 
mation will be given in everyday 
language to those who need it.— 
Drumheller Mail.
